TALKED BACK TO

The 
proposal, which stems from a “task force” 
headed by James M. Douglas of St. Louis, would 
turn over the quasi-judicial functions of the vari- 
ous federal agencies—the Trade Commission. 


the Interstate Commerce Commission, the Com- 


munications Commission, the Reserve Board, the 
National Labor Relations Board, the Civil Aero- 
nautics Board and so on—to the new court. 


The question arises at once whether the crea- 
tion of such a court might not undo much that 
was gained by the development of administrative 
law. The specialized agencies were set up for 
the regulation of activities in diverse specialized 
fields, activifies to be fully understood only by 
those with more specialized knowledge than is 
to be reasonably expected of a judge. Congress, 
of course, is the only source of basie regulatory 
statutes, but the agencies apply them and deal 
with violations. 

This raises the complaint that they are em- 
powered to act both as prosecutor and judge. In 
a way, there is some foundation for this. But in 
practice, the agencies have divided their func- 
tions between attorneys who act as prosecutors 
and trial examiners who fulfill the judicial role. 
And the board members, appointed by the Presi- 
dent, have the final word. 

* * * 

Further, proceedings by these agencies resem- 
ble judicial trials. The respondent and his law- 
yers are afforded opportunity to question wit- 
nesses, introduce evidence and in other ways to 
make his own case. There is the further right of 
direct appeal to the Appellate Courts if he feels 
a decision was not based on substantial evidence 
or was made contrary to law. 

This handling of technical issues by special- 
ized commissions undoubtedly has avoided years 
of protracted litigation in the courts. There a 
judge without benefit of the perfinent back- 
ground would have to decide on the basis of 
conflicting “expert testimony.” The task might 
well be even more difficult for a jury. 

The Douglas proposal does attempt to meet 
this weakness by suggesting division of the pro- 
posed court into sections, each to deal with some 
specialized field. But would this not be just about 
what the agencies are how doing? Would the 
judges not need their own staffs of experts to 
guide them? 

* . - 


Former President Hoover and five other mem- 
bers of his commission refused to sign this 
recommendation although they did send it on 
to Congress. A prime function of the commission 
is to suggest ways of reducing governmental 
expenditures; this plan would inevitably increase 
them. But as one commission member, Demo- 
cratic Representative Chet Holifield of Califor- 
nia, strongly warned, its adoption would lead to 
far more serious difficulties than its cost. 


Administrative law long ago justified itself in 
practice. It has been called the greatest advance 
of jurisprudence in modern times. It keeps a 
new and wide area of the law up to the tempo 
of commerce and industry. 

Flaws have been found in one agency and 
another from time to time just as flaws have 
been found in the courts. But the corrective 
would seem to be remedial action within the 
agencies rather than pushing an intelligent pro- 
dedure half-way back into the morass it is de- 
signed to dry up.

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Appeal From the Papagos 

Geiger counters are clicking over the Papago 
Indian reservation in southern Arizona. Are the 
Papagos becoming rich and happy because of 
the uranium search? They are not, For, The 
Christian Science Monitor reports, the Papagos 
do not hold mineral rights to reservation land. 

When Woodrow Wilson established the reser- 
vation in 1917, mining rights were somehow 
withheld. Nobody now seems certain whether 
mining interests exerted pressure, as the Papa- 
gos suspect, or whether this was simply an over- 
sight. In any case, the Papagos are said to have 
the only Indian reservation to which the United 
States has not ceded mineral rights. 

This means not only that the Indians may be 
cheated, if uranium is located in great quanti- 
ties on their land. It means, even without that 
prospect, that their land may be gobbled up by 
outsiders filing mineral claims (20 acres to a 
claim). — is already happening.

May Peace Be the Winner 


Cold war habits of mind have led many of us 
to think of an international conferente as some- 
thing to be won or lost, like a ball game. The 
Bandung meeting of 29 Asian and African na- 
tions never was such a conference and it is idle 
to tally up a “score” of Western vs. Communist 
gains. 

True, the Communists succeeded in keeping 
out of the declaration against colonialism phrases 
that would have identified Communist satellites 
as victims of colonialism. True, the friends of 
the West succeeded in getting into the declara- 
tions recognition of the right to join regional 
defénse organizations such as NATO and SEATO. 

But the significance of the conference did not 
lie in any such balancing of Communist against 
Western points of view. The dominant theme 
was rather the determination of these African 


and Asian nations to stand forth as independent 


and self-respecting entities pledged to no other 
nation’s interest. 

They consciously shied away from organizing 
a bloc or a “third force.” They recognized 
among themselves differences on many issues, 
some having allied themselves with the West 
and others having determined to stay clear of all 
alliances. Yet they all did have one common 
denominator—a proud and fierce dedication to 
their own independence and freedom of action, 
in many cases lately won. 

This independence can be useful to the world 
and valuable to the cause of peace. The great 
powers need to be reminded from time to time 
that they do not speak for everybody, even 
though they command more force than others, 
The world belongs to neither of the major con- 
tending blocs. In the task of fashioning peace 
the militarily weak but historically and numeri- 
cally great Asian and African peoples have 
something to contribute. 

It is not at all far-fetched to guess that Chou 
En-lai’s offer to negotiate on Formosa and other 
Far Eastern questions may have resulted from a 
sensing of the strong moral pressure at Bandung 
for conciliation and peace. It is appropriate and 
promising that not only India but Pakistan and 
other nations have now joined in as mediators 
between Peiping and the West. 

The most important thing that happened at 
Bandung may have been the emergence of Com- 
munist China from its isolation and retreat. 
After Bandung it will be more and more diffi- 
cult for any part of the world and particularly 
for the United States to pretend that the Peiping 
Government is not there. Communist China is a 
fact to be faced. 
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The County’s New Police Chief 


The job. facing the new St. Louis county po- 
lice superintendent is primarily one of organiza- 
tion. It requires a man of professional compe- 
tence and long experience, and a desire to meet 
a new situation. The new County Police Board 
believes it has found just such a man in Albert 
E. DuBois, a deputy police commissioner with 23 
years behind him on the police force of Phila- 
delphia. 

Mr. DuBois faces a difficult situation in the 
county. Here is an area of a half-million citizens, 
with an increasing law enforcement problem and 
a most confused and incomplete answer to it. 

On top of the many city police forces in the 
county, the Sheriff’s office enforces the law for 
‘unincorporated areas. Moreover, Sheriff Arthur 
C. Mosley may refuse to relinquish his authority 
to the new county police unless a test suit clears 
up the matter of jurisdiction. 

The County Counselor’s office has been in- 
structed to file this suit. It would be quicker, 
however, if Missouri Attorney General John M. 
Dalton brought the suit immediately before the 
State Supreme Court. Time is growing short. 
The new police and their new superintendent are 
supposed to take over law enforcement on July 
1. St. Louis county ought to have one county- 
wide police force on that date and not two. 
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Judicial Note Among Lies 


In ordering new trials for two Communists 
and upholding convictions of 11 others, United 
States District Judge Edward J. Dimock estab- 
lished a sound judicial basis for viewing the lies 
of Harvey Matusow. 

All 13 secondary Communists in New York 
demanded a new trial after Matusow, paid wit- 
ness and professional liar, asserted that he had 
lied about them in their first trial. Judge Dimock 
ordered second trials for Alexander Trachten- 
berg and George B. Charney on grounds that 
Matusow’s. testimony might weil have affected 
the guilty verdict against them. The Judge re- 


jected the appeals of the others because Matu- 


sow's testimony was not an important factor in 
those cases. 

This is a judicial differentiation which, of 
course, was to be expected of a jurist in the po- 
sition of Judge Dimock. It is noteworthy now 
because of the illogical reactions which greeted 
Matusow’s rejection of his previous testimony 
for the Justice Department. 

In view of the difficulty of establishing wheth- 
er Matusow was lying when he testified against 
Communists, or lying when he testified for 
them, the field was open for people to believe 
what they wanted to believe. Senator Eastland 
of Mississippi, starting a Senate inquiry, indi- 
cated that he believed Matusow was lying the 
second time around, but not the first. “Just a 
stooge,” the Senator said of the Government's 
witness. 

A court, fortunately, cannot make such quick 
and easy assumptions but must deal with the 
evidence at hand. Defendants, whoever they are, 
must be protected against perjured testimony if 
it affects their trial. That is exactly how Judge 
Dimock ruled. 
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To Keep Channel 9 

Greater St. Louis's educational television sta- 
tion, KETC, is a going concern. It has just moved 
into fine new studios at the northwest corner of 
the Washington University campus. It has won 
national honors and local acceptance. Now, what 
of its future? 3 

Channel 9 needs $400,000 for operating ex- 
penses in 1956 and 1957. The money collected 


in the past put it on the air. It needs $300,000 a 


year to stay on the air, with about $135,000 of 
that pledged from local school systems. 

The fund which KETC now seeks is not small, 
unless it is considered against the returns to 
television viewers. For $400,000 represents less 
than a dollar from each owner of a TV receiver 
in this area. Parents who have seen their chil- 
dren look and learn with Channel 9, and citizens 
who have watched the stirring presentation of 
public issues and cultural progress, should agree 
that is not too much.

CHINA SICK OF WAR, 
PREMIER. CHOU IS 
QUQTED AS SAYING 


TOKYO, April 25 (AP)—Sbo- 
zo Murata, former Japanese Am- 
bassador to Manila, today quoted 
Red Chinese Premier Chou En- 
lai as telling him “the Chinese 
people are simply siik and tired 
of war” but “Formosa will be 
liberated.” 

Murata said Chou made the 
statements to him in January, 
when he visited Peiping for un- 
offihial trade talks. 

“Chou told me he personally 
feels friendship for the Amer- 
ican people,” Murata said in an 
interview, “but he resents the 
Administration’s attitude of dan- 
gling weapons before the Chi- 
nese. ... The Chinese feel they 
are looking at gun muzzles in 
every direction.” 

Murata said Chou portrayed 
the Korea war “as simply forced 
on us” when United Nations 
troops drove through North Ko- 
rea toward Manchuria. 

“The Chinese have never been 
aggressive. They have never in- 
vaded anyone,” Murata quoted 
Chou. “The past 100 years they 
have been torn by civil wars and 
overrun by foreign invaders. 
They are simply sick and tired 
of war — the Chinese people 
would never give support to any 
Chinese Government which 
tried aggression.“

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Warm Weather Problems.

Warm, humid weather, of course, 
means all sorts of headaches 
around the house unless you've 
made the necessary provisions. 

Bureau and desk drawers are 
almost sure to stick a bit in sum- 
mer unless you coat all the wood 
with shellac or varnish and then 
apply a coat of wax or paraffin 
to the edges of the drawers. The 
same thing goes for window sash- 
es, but here the cure is to either 
paint or coat with linseed oil the 
edges of the sash and rub some 
paraffin or wax in the groove of 
the frame where the sash moves. 

Doors are apt to become sticky 
and hard to work at this time of 
the year, and the remedy is to 
be sure that all four edges of the 
are well 


paint. This goes for inside doors 
as well as outside doors and for 
screen doors as well as ordinary 
doors. ’ : 
Water pipes, cold-water stor- 
age tanks, water pumps and flush 
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tanks are apt to sweat in warm 
weather and make the basement 
damp and mess up floors.

Crying at Night

“THIS IS WHAT baffles me. Every few weeks he has 
a siege of several nights when he is absolutely impossible. 
He wakes up and screams inconsolably for hours, I never 
let him cry for more than a few minutes when he wakes up 
like this; but I can find no way to comfort him except to 
stand holding him. He won't accept a bottle; doesn’t want 
to be changed. He just wants me to stand and hold him— 
all night! Even if I sit down with him he bellows indignant- 
ly. A night light doesn’t help. I've tried giving him a cuddly 
toy to take to bed with him. He welcomed it, but a week 
or so later the same thing happened. 

“T know that certain things bother him: The sound of 
airplanes, the sound of a high wind, a sudden change to 
colder weather. But I can’t do anything about these! When 
he acts this way, I am actually helpless. He fights so vio- 
lently that I literally can’t put him down. If this occurred 
regularly, I would attribute it to habit, but it is a very 
occasional thing and never happened until he was 14 months 
old. For that reason I haven't tried to scold him or let him 
‘ery it out.’ I would certainly appreciate any suggestion 
you might have. Is this something that I can help him 
through or is it normal for a child his age? There is a 
new baby on the way so I am doubly anxious to keep my 
little boy happy.”

FIRST OF ALL we would note that your son seems to 
be developing very normally and at a good rate. Also all 
new phases of behavior do seem to bother him briefly as 
they come in—walking, feeding himself, cutting his teeth. 
Thus you can believe that this is only a somewhat tempo- 
rary. problem which should before too long resolve itself. 
Night waking of this type is quite common between 15 and 
21 months and often drops out after that. 

Since he is so sensitive to sounds, you might try letting 
him sleep with his windows closed, though probably this will 
not make too much difference. 

Once he is awake it is best to go to him as soon as he 
cries. Then you do, of course, have to figure out things 
that will quiet him. Try food other than a bottle—food 
which he can clutch in his fist as he cries, such as crackers 
or dried fruit. Often you can get such a child interested in 
lights, or in water play. 

You might find that he might be less demanding if 
someone other than you would go to him that is assuming 
that you could get him to accept another person. 


Start of Fund Raising for Polio Fight 


tt Began With Birthday Balls, Then Cantor Suggested March of Dimes; How Polio Molded F.D.R.

Second of a series on the fight 
against polio. 


RANKLIN D. ROOSEVELT 
F wes elected governor of New 

York in 1928 and four years 
later, in 1932, defeated Herbert 
Hoover for the presidency. For 
the first time in history, a man 
who could not walk had become 
the leader of a great nation. 

Only the life of St. Ignatius 
of Loyola is close to his. A rich 
young Spanish noble of the six- 
teenth century, Loyola's legs 
were shattered by cannon fire. 
He turned to the Catholic priest- 
hood, traveled lame over many 
countries and founded the Jesuit 
order. 

Crippling made Loyola. Did 
polio miake Roosevelt? The de- 
bate has already been started by 
his biographers. Roosevelt when 
he got polio at 39 was in a 
million things—politics, law, the 
insurance business, charities, 
hobbies, sailing, fishing. He 
wanted to do everything and be 
everything, and had a new idea 
every minute. 

Polio stopped him in his 
tracks, put him on his back and 
made him think. 

“He began to read, he be- 
gan to think, he talked, he gath- 
ered people around him,” his 
friend, Louis Howe, testified. 
“His thoughts expanded, his 
horizon widened. He began to 
see the other fellow's point of 
view. He thought of others who 
were ill and afflicted and in 
want. He dwelt on many things 
which had not bothered him 
much before. Lying there, he 
grew bigger day by day.” 

Eleanor Roosevelt calls the 
illness “a blessing in disguise,” 
for it gave him strength and 
courage he had not had. “He 
had to think out the fundamen- 
tals of living” and learn patience 
and persistence. 

His powers of self-control, al- 
ready great, were hardened. De- 
ciding on a long course of treat- 
ment, then waiting years for re- 
sults, taught aim to make a 
decision, then forget it. During 
the war, says Mrs. Roosevelt, this 
proved “a salvation.” 

Polio freed him from many 
little burdens. It made those 
who wanted to see him come to 
him. It let him escape doing 
anything he did not want to do. 
He dropped out of “society.” 

From the waist up, he became 


strong. He developed tremen- 
dous confidence. Optimism. 
Fearlessness. 


“There are times when I doubt 
if Franklin might ever have been 
President if he had not been 
stricken,” said Howe. 

“I don’t know. It's hard to 
say,” says his friend, Basil 
O’Connor. 

He would have been President 
anyway, believes Eleanor’ Roose- 
velt, “but a President of a dif- 
ferent kind.” 

This seems most important. 
Whether polio made him Presi- 
dent or not, it unquestionably 
added an element to his great- 
ness. He developed compassion, 
understanding and feeling for 
the Gnderdog, the downtrodden 
and afflicted. He himself be- 
came an example to all the af- 
flicted. 

Those around him never 
thought of him as handicapped. 
Friends and enemies had to 
deal with him as a whole man. 
Thus, he became an extraordi- 
nary example. 

Amazingly, when he was 
President few Americans real- 
ized how helpless he was. His 
technique of public movement 
was like sleight of hand. 

In a rare gesture, newspapers 
ignored his handicap. Until his 
last months reporters never men- 
tioned that he used a wheelchair. 
Photographers shot him only in 
“normal” positions. 

Actually, President Roosevelt 
was often carried from place to 
place by a sfrong attendent. At 
White House dinners, he was 
lifted from his wheelchair to the 
table before the guests entered. 

To get out of a chair himself, 
he had to lift each leg with his 
hand, click his braces on, then— 
keeping his legs stiff—thrust 
himself up. He had to stand 
tilted forward a bit, delicately 
balanced. If he tipped too far, 
he would fall. 

On his campaign tours he had 
to go through this at every whis- 
tle stop. He wore capes, indoors 
and out, because bathrobes and 
overcoats were too hard to put 
on. He could not get dressed or 
undressed alone. 

Yet he was the most active 
President we have ever had. He 
went to Africa, Egypt, Iran, Rus- 
sia, Hawaii and the Aleutians in 
wartime. He flew over oceans, 
conferred with Winston Church- 
ill in mid-Atlantic, and joyfully 
rode tossing warships in rough- 
est weather.

He was almost unfailingly 
cheerful and courageots about 
his affliction. 

“He showed others how to 
conquer fear,” says O’Connor. 
Tong before 1933,” wrote a 
biographer, “he lived the words, 
‘The only thing we have to fear 
is fear itself.“ 

In World War II, wherever he 
went he toured hospital wards. 
“You'll make it, brother,“ he 
would say. “Good morning doc- 
tor,” he kidded a Marine lieuten- 
ant who had helped amputate his 
own leg at Saipan. “I under- 
stand that you are quite a sur- 
geon. Well, I happen to be a 
pretty good orthopedist myself.” 

Adm. Ross T. McIntire — his 
physician from 1933 on— says 
you could vr actually feel the wave 
of hope” that swept hospitals “as 
shattered men saw not merely 
the President but another human 
being once struck down.” 


Roosevelt, finally, did not stop 
at his own victory. He left the 
means for others to help them- 
selves, too. His bond with polio 
sufferers remained close, and 
closest always with the patients 
at the broken-down spa where 
without hesitation he had plunged 
into the waters. 


When Roosevelt became gov- 
ernor, he told his friend, O’Con- 
nor: “You'll have to run Warm 
* now.“

E ate breakfast in bed, read 
detective stories, went to the 
pool for treatment, drove his 
little car, took a nap, made a 
cocktail, puttered with his 
stamps and visited always with 
fellow patients.

Bills had been piling up. Sup- 
pliers were writing for their 
money, and Warm Springs could 
not pay for its pots and pans.

In name, Doherty headed the 
“National Committee for the 
Celebration of the President’s 
Birthday.” Byoir did the work. 
He got Wiley Post, the one-eyed 
round-the-world flyer (who was 
to die in an Alaskan crash a 
year and a half later with Will 
Rogers), to zip him around the 
country in Post’s “Winnie Mae.” 
They hopped from city to 
city, distributing mimeographed 
puffery. 

Newspapers, radio, magazines, 
newsreels and posters were used, 
celebrities mobilized, crippled 
childrén photographed. 

On the evening of Jan. 30, 
1934, the citizens of New York, 
Washington, Chicago, Newark, 
Palm Beach, Cleveland, Pitts- 
burgh, Philadelphia and other 
cities danced at the first birth- 
day ball, Roosevelt who was 52, 
broadcast: “This is the happiest 
birthday I have ever known.” 


Doherty presented a check for 
$1,016,443 to O'Connor, pro- 
ceeds from the birthday- ball 
celebrations. The President got 
thousands of letters, many from 
polio victims forgotten in back 
bedrooms for years. Then 33, 
36, 37. The birthday balls got 
bigger. Big-city hotels and 
country schools furnished ball- 


rooms. 

Jan. 30 in New Deal Washing- 
ton became a second New Year’s 
eve, particularly after George 
E. Allen, the presidential jester, 
took charge in 1936. He en- 
larged the Washington affair to 
include every large hotel. Danc- 
ers overflowed into lobbies and 
corridors. 

Allen decided the balls “‘need- 
ed glamour,” so asked Metro- 
Goldwyn-Mayer to send Jean 
Harlow and Robert Taylor. 
M-G-M said they were on loca- 
tion, and sending them “would 
cost us $80,000.” Allen phoned 
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W. S. Van Dyke II, the talented 
director, and F.D.R. admirer, 
and Van Dyke threatened4o re- 
sign unless M-G-M surrendered. 

Harlow, Taylor and Ginger 
Rogers arrived. Eleanor Roose- 
velt. toured. the hotels arm in 
arm with Ginger, behind yowl- 
ing police escorts. The gracious 
Mrs. Roosevelt also invited the 
stars to the White House, and 
their luncheon there became an 
annual affair. 

“This movie star thing,” one 
of Allen’s associates remembers, 
“grew like wildfire,” The big- 
gest stars of the day came— 
Jimmy Stewart, Joe E. Brown, 
Jeanette McDonald, Fredric 
March, Janet Gaynor.

AN INTERESTING little 
pamphlet on the United Nations 
come to me in the past few 
days which I want to pass on to 
my readers. I am often asked 
how much it costs us in the 
United States for the support of 
the U.N. The pamphlet gives of- 
ficial figures for the fiscal year 
of 1955, and covers the s 1 
ized agencies and such contribu- 
tions as are made on a volun- 
tary basis to the U.N. as well 
as the administrative budget. 
The total United States con- 
tribution to the U.N. fund is 
$13,407,390, or 8 cents per 
capita. Contributions to special- 
ized agencies are: For UNESCO 
$3,153,500; for WHO, FAO, ILO, 
ICAO, ITU, WMO and UPU (in 
the last three, the figures in- 
clude both regular appropria- 
tions and voluntary contribu- 
tions made), the total is $10,- 
894,300, or 6 cents per ‘capita, 
making in all, 14 cents per cap- 
ita that we are paying. A little 
of this should be deducted, be- 
cause the United States takes 
back into the Treasury about 
$1,800,000 in income taxes from 
the people working for the U.N. 
and an unknown amount from 
those working in specialized 
agencies.

IN ADDITION, in 1955, we 
made voluntary contributions to 
the U.N. technical assistance 
program. Assuming that Con- 
gress appropriated the full 
amount that was authorized, it 
would amount to $17,957,621. The 
U.N. reconstruction agency re- 
ceived $19,000,000; U.N. Chil- 
dren’s Fund, $8,334,000; U.N. re- 
lief and works agency for Pales- 
tine refugees in the Near East

needles, and the needles range 
in length from a quarter of an 
inch to more than an inch. We 
are in the custom of thinking 
of leaves as broad, and it may 
seem wrong to class a pine 
needle as a leaf, but that is 
done by scientists. 

It is usual for trees to have 
seeds in pods, or in the midst 
of fruit. Date trees, for exam- 
ple, have a sweet covering for 
the long seeds. Apples usually 
have sweet fruit around the 
seeds, but when we come to 
lemons the fruit around the 
seeds is sour enough! 

In the maple family, the 
seeds are inside small objects 
known as wings. When the 
wind catches hold, the wings 
are. likely to travel for some 
distance.
